Building Permit 
Figures in April 
Show Decline

Building: permit* for both 
the City of Torranre and ad­ 
jacent unincorporated county 
territory showed a decided 
drop during April 1949 as com­ 
pared with the name month 
a year ago.
April this year the office of 

Building Inspector John Patrick 
issued 88 permits for a total 
evaluation of $281,503. Last year 
In April 73 permits were 
granted totaling $385,190.

This year's April total showed 
$167,850 in new residential per­ 
mits granted, $98,653 In non- 
.residential permits Issued, and 
an additional $15,000 in repair 
and addition permits granted.

The city's total for the year 
to date Is lagging behind that 
of a year ago. In 1948 at this 
time the building permits Is­ 
sued totaled $1,131,653 as 
against $648,786 for the current 
year.

William J. Fox, chief engineer 
of the County Department of 
Building and Safety, said the 
figures for the county, were 
down approximately seven per 
cent as compared to a year ago. 
The general tiend, however, 
seemed upward as April was 
ahead of March by $2,000,000, 
Fox said.
